TARIFF 
CO aK lSSIJN. 


I t is gravely announced that the report 
of the Tariff Commission trill recommend 
as few changes as possible in the tariff. 
This was a foregone conclusion. The Com­ 
mission was notoriously packed for the 
■express purpose of preventing any intelli­ 
gent reviei m of the tariff. 
I t has taken a 
great m iss o; testimony, which, after the 
usual crude fashion of the compilers of 
government publications, will be published 
in the lump, without editing, and in such 
a way generally as to make it altogether 
useless. 
So far as the Commission has 
power it will fulfill the motive of its origin­ 
ation ; th at is, it will give Congress an 
excuse for doing nothing. 
And yet it is 
already apparent that this policy is not 
destined to succeed. 
The evils of the 
tariff system are becoming more generally 
comprehended every day, and particularly 
w r.org the great class of producers which 
has been plundered most mercilessly by 
the tariff system during the past twenty 
years. 
Now, when the people of the W est 
understand that Protection robs them daily 
*nd hourly, and that it has no compensa­ 
tions for them, they will refuse to submit 
to it any longer. 
And the W estern States 
■are, or soon will be, the governing States 
A lready Io.va has been taught the ad­ 
vantages of Free Trade, and the Republi­ 
cans there will have to shift their ground 
or lose the State. 
Illinois is rapidly 
falling into line, and all over the W est 
th e 
propaganda of 
Free 
Trade 
are 
m aking their way. 
It is no longer a fee­ 
ble protect against the folly, had reasoning 
and injustice of Protection, which is heard. 
Everywhere newspapers are bemg con­ 
verted to the civilized doctrine, and every­ 
where the producers are discussing the 
question. 
V* ccn the workingmen also are 
brought to see how their own interests are 
affected b> Protection ; when they under­ 
stand that it docs not keep or make w-ages 
high ; when they perceive that while it 
tends to lower wages on the one hund, it 
alao tends to diminish the purchasing 
power of every dollar earned, they, too, 
w ill abandon the Protectionists and come 
over to the light. 
I t is beyond the power 
of the Tariff Commission or of Congress 
to check the movement that is going on in 
this regard. 
The principles of Free Trade 
are as certain to commend themselves to 
tho approval of thinking men among the 
producing and working classes as the prin- 
MSifile ot honest hard money was in its time. 
T he great majority of the people will cot 
m och longer permit a small minority to 
fleece and hamper them, and to retard 
th e ir progress. 
They will insist on bring 
le ft free to get the fall worth of their earn­ 
ings and their prod action, and the I’enn 
aylvanian school will find that its day has 
peased. 


Politicians are apt to take g lo o m y v ie w s 
of the national prospects whenever there 
occnrs a marked indisposition to be b o n n d 
by party discipline. 
As a fact, however, 
this popular rebellion against partisan rule 


is always the most trustw orthy indication 
of D&tinDal sanity and moral force. 
If the 
American people sat down quietly under 
party degeneracy, a n l continued to vote 
straight tickets with nnffinching fidelity, 
notwithstanding the elimination of princi­ 
ples and honesty from politics, the fact 
would prove that the existing political de­ 
cadence only reflected a national demoral­ 
ization. 
It is unfortunately too true that 
Americans possess a patience under such 
circumstances which may easily pass into 
that apathy which produces the loss of lib­ 
erty. 
But though they have in the past 
often 
tolerated political abuseB to an 
unreasonable extent, they have always at 
last reached the end of their patience, and 
have risen and thrown off the burdens op­ 
pressing them. 
And it must, we think, 
be concluded, that a powerful agency in 
producing 
the 
toleration 
of 
political 
abuses is the force of habit. 
It is proba­ 
bly a mistake to suppose that all men, or 
even most meD, think out their political 
faiths for themselves. 
In a large propor­ 
tion of cases they tske such convictions 
from others, or from circumstances. 
No 
doubt many are influenced by the attitudes 
of their friends and relatives. 
Compara­ 
tively few take the trouble to sit down 
deliberately and compare the principal 
party creeds, with a view to intelligent 
discrimination and selection. 
As a conse­ 
quence political affiliations become matters 
of habit and custom. 
Men are Republi­ 
cans or Democrats because they have been. 
They continue to vote as they have voted 
from habit, and this is one principal rea­ 
son why parties are allowed to go so far 
on the road to degeneracy before their 
leaders are warned by serious defection 
among the rank-and-file. 
It cannot be assumed that the majority 
of men are indifferent to the growing cor­ 
ruption of their parties. 
I t is far more 
probable that they are careless and indo­ 
lent ; that they shrink from the trouble of 
investigation; that they take the least 
troublesome way, which is to go on in the 
old grooves. 
This is why parties are en­ 
abled to outlive the most ilagrant proofs of 
their demoralization, and why, even after 
they have lo6t all their principles, and have 
become thoroughly insincere and dishonest, 
they still retain so large a proportion of 
their original strength. 
But it ¡9 not in 
the nature of a free and intelligent people 
to put np with abuses permanently. 
They 
may tolerate abuses for a considerable 
time, but a day is ture to come when the 
necessity of remedial action applies a stim­ 
ulus capable of overcoming their inertia, 
and then they rise and repudiate the po­ 
litical managers who have been imposing 
upon their good nature. 
And such an up­ 
rising appears to be foreshadowed in Cali­ 
fornia to-day. 
The two parties in this 
State have become 
hopelessly corrupt. 
They no longer have any principles or con­ 
victions. 
They have both undertaken to 
play the demagogue, and it is a question 
between them which can out-lie and out- 
juggle the other. 
They have both taken 
for their point of departure the offensive 
assumption that the voters upon whose 
support they depend have no sagacity, and 
ate capable of being deceived by the most 
transparent sophistries and misrepresenta­ 
tions. 
Tney arc both in conspicuously dis­ 
honest attitudes, and for this reason it 
might be thought at the first glance 
that the voters had no means of rebuking 
them. B at the Republican party has mani­ 
festly staked everything upon a display of 
demagogism which is deliberately intended 
to surpass anything the Democrats can do, 
and therefore the Republican managers are 
marked out as the most objectionable of 
the two. 
California has suffered more from dema­ 
gogues than probably auy State in the 
Union. 
They have during the past ten 
years cost her several millions a year. 
They have prevented immigration and set­ 
tlement ; they have given her a bad name 
abroad ; they have driven out capital and 
enterprise ; they have diverted valuable 
investments ; they have set class against 
class; 
they have 
kept up a sort of 
internecine war which ha3 been felt from 
one end of the State to the other. 
Tee 
railroads have made the State, and the 
demagogues have set themselves to destroy 
the railroads. 
They are responsible for 
Kearneyism, for the Communism of the 
new Constitution, for all the malignant and 
subversive measures 
which 
have been 
urged so vindictively. 
They are responsi­ 
ble for the decline of San Francisco. 
They 
deserve the heartiest carees of 
every 
thinking man in California. 
This year 
they have crmo forward with a declaration 
of their intention to renew and carry still 
further the old blind and suicidal assaults 
upon capital and enterprise, aud they im­ 
pudently appeal to the people to indorse 
their villainous programme, and to help 
them still more effectually to injure and 
keep back the State. 
B ut the people are 
too intelligent to be misled by these con­ 
scienceless adventurers. 
They understand 
that all these communistic propositions have 
been advanced solely for the lust of office; 
that the anti railroad howl is simply and 
merely a device adopted in the absence of 
any honest and genuine issues. 
The dem­ 
agogues, however, have made their cam­ 
paign on these false issues, and they have 
challenged the people to declare them­ 
selves. 
Unless we are very greatly mis­ 
taken in our observations of popular 
sentiment, the people will respond to this 
challenge in a way that will astonish the 
demagogues, and once for all disillusionizs 
them. 
. 
For tho voters see clearly that there is 
no honesty or eincerity or regard for the 
welfare of the community, behind all this 
raut and cant. 
They perceive that the 
present campaign was begun without real 
issues, and th at the pretended issues pre­ 
sented are really nothing but the result of 
desperation upon unscrupulous oflice-seak- 
ers aEd adventurers. 
Uuder the circum­ 
stances there is bnt one course to take, and 
all the most trustw orthy indications point 
to it as the course which will be taken. 
There is no longer any reason why party 
ties should be respected. 
Literally speak­ 
ing, there is no Republicen party in Cali­ 
fornia this year. 
A demagogue who is a 
chronic renegade and deserter has usurped 
the lead of the organization, and is mas­ 
querading in borrowed clothes. 
It he was 
sincere, which cannot be believed, every 
word he says would only amount to an ad­ 
mission that the Democratic platform was 
the only trustw orthy one. Te rebuke such 
dishonesty is the duty of all self-respecting 
men. 
W hen parties fall into such a slough 
of treachery and deceit they cease to possess 
auy claims upon the allegiance of their 
former members. 
I t then becomes neces­ 
sary to reform them by repudiating the 
charlatans and impostors who have got 
temporary control of them. 
Such oecea- 
, sary acta of purification have been per­ 
i formed re p e a te d ly , and w e o w e the fact that 


a n y h o n e a t p o litic s are still possible, to th e 


re a d in e ss of 
th e people, w h e n th e tim e 
comes, fo r j u s t such movements of reform. 


A week from to-day the voters of Califor- 


n ía will go to the polls and determine the 
question, and if they are true to their own 
interests they will so cast their ballots as 
to make it certain that for Borne years to 
come demagogism in politics will be out of 
vogue in this State.

T he Hsmes spread w ith great rapidity, 
caught the drop curtain, and drove from the 
building the stage h in ts , who ware setting 
the stage. 
T hey previously m ade a vain 
effort to p a t o u t the five w ith extinguishers, 
b u t they wonld not work. 
H enry C larke, a 
stage hand, was burned in endeavoring to 
lower the drop curtain. 
H e jum ped from 
the rear window i n t » Broadw : y from a hight 
of tw enty feet aud had a leg broken. 
W il­ 
liam D oran, 27 years old, a acsne painter, 
was badly burned. 
M rs. L an g try ’s costum es 
for " A n U n rq u al M atch ,” ia w hich to-night 
she was to have m ade her brst appearance in 
A m erica, w ere burned, together w ith the cos­ 
tum es of all the other m em bers of the com ­ 
pany, and the very valuable scenery. 
N o th ­ 
ing was saved. 
T he loss is over $100,000. 
M rs. L an g try and M rs. L ibim eherc w atched 
the fire from a balcony of the A lbem arle 
H otel, tw o blocks aw ay.

N ew Y o r k , October 30.h.— The loss is now 
estim ated a t §200,000.

th eater when the fire broke cut.

m ediately m ade arrangem ents to open M on­ 
day night in tho G rand O pera H ouse, w ith 
L an g try iu “ The U nequal M atch.” 
T he 
th eater w as sm all, b u t elaborately deco­ 
rated. 
T he m air entrance was on Broadw ay, 
through a three-story building, in which were 
stores and offices, and on the th ird floor was 
the property-room . 
I t was an old building. 
T he th eater iteeif was built in 1874. b u t had 
been new ly frescoed and upholstered in prep­ 
aration for L an g try ’s debut. 
T he scenery 
for the 
play w as 
costly and 
elaborate, 
especially th a t for the second act, heing 
painted on satin, hand em broidered. A ll w as 
destroyed. 
T here had been no rehearsal to­ 
day, b u t m erely scene setting for L angtry. 
T he fire spread so rapidly th a t th e valuable 
paintings could n o t be rem oved. 
H am il­ 
ton W eaver, the stage carpenter, says the 
stage hose w orked all right, and the stage was 
fl-oded, b u t the fire had reached the aisles. 
A bbey’s loss is estim ated a t over §100,000; 
insurance, §150.000. 
T he building belonged 
to the M cCom b estate. 
H e was on bis w ay 
to the theater w hen th e fire broke out, and 
hastened to inform M re. L an g try of his mis- 
fortnce.

THE RAILROAD TAX CASE. 
A civil action was commenced by Sacra­ 
mento connty against the Central Pacific 
Railroad Company to recover 810,800 71 
alleged to be due for taxes for the year 
1881-2. 
The action 
was 
commenced 
by order of the Board of Supervisors. 
After service of summons the defendant tiled 
an offer (March 24, 1882,) to allow judgment 
to be taken for $7,097 28 and costs. The 
Board of Supervisors filed an acceptance of 
tbeifL r, and judgment was entered by the 
Clerk under Section 997 of the Code of Civil 
Procedure. After entry of judgment, de­ 
fendant paid over the money to plaintiff's 
attorney, and ic was paid into the county 
trea-ury acd satisfaction of judgment was 
entered. Afterward (April 1, 1882,) the At- 
toraey-General served a notice of a motion to 
set asiae the satisfaction and vacate the 
judgment, and strike from the files the ac­ 
ceptance. When the motion wat reached on 
the law calendar cf the Superior Court, 
defendant’s attorney objected to the Court 
enterlaining it, on the ground that the motion 
was made by one having no authority to ap­ 
pear in the case, and having no right to in­ 
terfere in the matter—that is, that the At­ 
torney-General had no right in the case in 
Court, as the statute had given the Super­ 
visors the right to su», and under the Code 
they had sole right to conduct the case, and 
to settle it. The Court sustained the objec­ 
tion on the ground t.iat the District Attorney 
had brought the suit, not as District Attor­ 
ney, bat as attorney for the Board of Super­ 
visors, just as any other attorney might have 
done had the Board employed another attor­ 
ney. The Court, therefore, did not pass 
upon the merits of the case, tut suggested 
that it the judgment entered by the Clerk 
should be held to be without sanction cf law, 
either because a demand for taxes cannot be 
compromised, or for any other reason, 
the Code provides ample remedy in 
the shape cf an action to recover the taxes. 
Tne Attorney-General thereupon filed a bill 
of exceptions, and the matter went np to the 
Supreme Court. There a motion to dismiss 
the appeal was made and denied. Yesterday 
the Supreme Court rendered a decision re­ 
versing the ruling of the Court below, and 
holding that when a District Attorney is 
prosecuting an action for collection of debt or 
taxes, the Attorney*General has power to 
assist him, and thus assisting, may assume 
paramount control of the case ; therefore the 
withdrawal cf the acceptance should have 
been permitted and the judgment based on it 
set a.-ide on the demand of the Attorney- 
General. In the dispatch in another column 
tne telegraphic reporter make- the statement 
that the acceptance was by the District At­ 
torney, of his own accord. The fact is that 
the Supervisors directed the acceptance cf 
the offer to permit judgment to be entered, 
after taking the advice of the District At­ 
torney as to their right to do eo. The sums 
mentioned above are the sums recited in tne 
opinion cf the Superior Court.

PACIFIC SLOPE. 


E ds. R ecord-Unios : Is it possible that 
a single citizea will be irfluerced to vote 
against any nominee on the Republican 
ticket simpiy because of the public parade of 
o ie man’s dishonor? I do not believe if. 
Adolph Heiibron submitted bis name to the 
late Republican County Convention as a can­ 
didate for Sheriff. The canvass was made, 
and the Convention met. Mr. Heiibron, in 
his speech just before the ballot, said that he 
hadn’t scught the office ; there was no pe- 
caniary profit in i t ; he desired the position 
merely for the honor it conferred.

In a rquare, straight­ 
forward, open canvass Adolph Heiibron was 
d* ítíited j and, instead of kpppinij his word, 
instead of observing his pledge made volun­ 
tarily to the Convention, he turns around 
and “ bolts ” the nominations. 
No allega­ 
tion of unfairness is made ; disappointed am­ 
bition clone is the cause of his “ bolt.” 
Adolph Heiibron now seeks, by an open 
display of his own unfaithfulness, to draw 
Republic rns from the support of the ticket he 
and his friends helped to make.

Sne 
has been for some time an inmate of tbe 
Methodist Episcopal Mission-house. Rev.

F a ta l R e sn lt. 
San F rancisco, October 30th.—Michael 
Barns, the laborer caved on by the founda­ 
tion archway cf a building on Mission street, 
died this morning. 
R efused to Obey an Old Custom . 
San F rancisco, October 30tb.—In Depart­ 
ment Four of the Superior Court this morn­ 
ing, Judge Dwinelle made a motion that afcer 
the caBe on trial be submitted the Court ad­ 
journ until after election. He stated that 
there were many lawyers who wished to be 
free to work for their friends in the coming 
election, and it had usually been the custom 
to adjourn the Court some time prior to an 
election. Judge Way mire stated that al­ 
though he knew that such had been tbe cus­ 
tom. he did not think that the Courts should 
close and thus delay the triil of cases pend­ 
ing for trial.

C ollision o f Schooners. 
_ San F rancisco, October 30th.—This morn­ 
ing, as the little schooner Guesie Klose was 
coming up to the water front on her way 
from Benicia, when off the seawall, she 
came in collision with the schooner Neptune, 
at anchor.

Court In a R ailroad Tax Case. 
San F rancisco, October 30tb.—The Su­ 
preme Court has reversed the judgment of 
the lower Court in the case of the County of 
Sacramento vs. the Central Pacific Railroad 
Company, to recover State and county taxes 
amounting to $17,425. The District Attor­ 
ney of Sacramento county, » f his own ac­ 
cord, accepted an off r of $9,374 87 by the 
company. The Attorney General, on behalf 
of tne State, asked to have the acceptance of 
the District-Attorney set asile. Tne lower 
Court decided that the Attorney General had 
no status in the case, si,d on this judgment 
the Attorney .General «¡.pealed to the Su­ 
preme Court, which, in reversing the order 
and judgment, hell that when a District At­ 
torney is prosecuting an action for the collec­ 
tion of debts or taxes, the Attorney-General 
has power to assist the District Attorney, 
and when thus assisting may assume para­ 
mount control of the business. Therefore 
the lower Court should have permitted the 
withdrawal of the acceptance on the demand 
of the Attorney-General, and set aside the 
judgment based upon it.

The receipt* for duties at the Cu»tom- 
Hnu*e for the past week were 2206,226 71, 
m iking a total tirce Jannary 1st of $7.827,­ 
482 11. 
The Heme of the Boys’ and Girls’ Aid 
Society n*s fourteen boys, whose ages range 
from three and one-half to fourteen yetrs. 
Many of these are boys of good parentage, 
well brought up. and are at the Home 
through mi-fortunfe and not through any 
sins of thtir own. 
The incnigem ent is 
desit <>3 > o' placing some of these in homes 
and employment, and others in families for 
legal adoption. 
By the arrival of a steamer from Hono. 
lulu, news is received of the loss nf the 
Niagara off Honolulu with a cargo of Cali­ 
fornia wheat. 
The Niagara ia a British 
wooden ship of 1,360 tons, which sailed 
hence 
September 16th for Cork, 
with 
41,405 centals wheat, valued at $00,354, 
and cleared by W illiam Dresbach. 
This 
is the first disaster reported to the wheat 
iieet of 1882 83, now numbering 135 ves­ 
sels. 
Tho authorities of Golden Gate Park are 
preparing to wage a war of extermination 
by poison against the rabbits, and for the 
following reasons : A number of young 
trees were sot out in the sands two weeks 
ago, but near'y all thtBe trees have been 
eaten by the rabbita which infest the w est­ 
ern end of the park. 
Boys have been 
hunt ng in this portion of th e park with 
dogs since the 1st of August, but without 
killing a sufficient number. 
The Supreme Court has affirmed the 
judgment of the lower Court in the case of 
the Citv and County of San Francisco vs. 
James l ’helan, an action instituted for the 
purpose of recovering $1 390 city and 
county taxes, and $733 State taxes levied 
on $100,000 in money, for the Sscal years 
1876 77. 
The Court says that, “ notw ith­ 
standing the testimony of the defendant 
that he did not have any money at the 
time of the assesBmcnt, the Court found 
against him, and with that finding, there 
being evidence to sustain it, this Court 
will not interfere.” 
The American steam er St. Paul, Krskine 
commander, arrived Sunday from Kodiac. 
after a passage of nine dsys, bringing 1,500 
o tter skins consigned to ' th e A laika Fur 
Company, by whom she is owned. 
This is 
the last trip to the north" for the year. 
The St. Paul still bears the m arks ol her 
encounter w ith a hurricane on t ’eo up trip, 
the vessel havrng com bated th e fury of 
wind and sea for the greater portion of 
tw elve hours on th e 7<h of Septem ber. 
T he hurricane was encountered when to 
th e northw est of Cape F lattery, and after 
being out eleven days from Ounaiaska. 
The St. Paul lost her three boats, the sta r­ 
board railing was carried aw ay, while the 
volume of w ater shipped on th e forw ard1 
deck dashed against the wheel house, the 
panel &r.d wood word, together w ith the 
doors on either side, being stove in and de­ 
tached by a heavy obickeu-coop, which the 
w ater osed as a battering-ram , to be after­ 
wards lost overboard w ith i.s bedraggled 
and frantic contents. 
A fter the storm the 
schooner Claus Sprcckels w-as haiied, she 
also having had to w eather the Btotm. 
The schooner was bound from H um boldt 
to Coquimbo, Chile-, and was bo badly dam ­ 
aged th a t she made fur Honolulu, arriving 
there on the 4th instant. 
Tho St. Paul 
left (Júnalas!; a s- nie ten days after the 
revenue cu tter Thomas C.;rwin, which is 
due iu purs at any tim e, having had to 
stop at ali the way stations.
